Foreign competitors of oar markets have 
with quick instinct seen how one issue 
of this contest may bring them advan- 
tage, and our own people are not so dull 
as to miss or neglect the grave interests 
that are involved for them. The as- 
sault npoa our protective syatem !•< 
open and defiant. 
Protection is assailed 


as unconstitutional in law, or as void of 
principle, and those who hold such 
viawa sincerely cannot stop short of na 
absolute elimiuatiou from our tariff Inws 
of the principles of protection. 
The 


Mill1? bill is only a stop, but it is toward 
nn object that the leaders of Democratic 
thought and legislation have clearly in 
mind. The important question is not 
so much the length of tha step ns the 
direction ot it. 
Judged by the Execu- 


tive message of December last, by tho 
Mills bill, by tha debates in Congress 
and by the St. Louis platform, the Dem- 
ocratic party will, if supported by the 
country, place the tariff laws upon a 
parely revenua basis. Is this not prac- 
tionl free trade in the English sense? 
The legend upon the banner uiay not be 
free trade, it may bs the more ooscure 
motto, 'Tariff reform," but neither the 
banner nor the inscription in conclusive 
or indeed very important. 


THE ALL-IMPORTANT FACT. 


"The assault itself is the important 


fact. Those who teach that import du- 
ties npon all fpreign goods Bold in our 
markets ore detrimental to the consumer 
and that tho prioe of domestic competing 
articles is enhanced to the amount ot 
the duty on tha imported articles, and 
that every million of dollars collected 
for customs duties represents nmny 
millions more which do not ranch the 
Traasory, but are paid by our oitizsus 
as increased cost of domestic produc- 
tions resulting from tariff laws, may not* 
intend to discredit in the mind of others 
onr system of levying duties on compet- 
ing or foreign products, but it is clearly 
already discredited in their own. We 
cannot doubt, without impugning their 
integrity, that, if free to act upon their 
convictions, they would so revise onr 
laws as to lay the burden of customs 
revenues upon articles that are not pro- 
duced iu this country, and to place 
npon the free list competing foreign 
products. I do uot stop to refute this 
theory as to the effect of our duties. 
Those who advance it are students of 
maxims and not of markets. The? may 
be safely allowed to call their protection 


'TABIST BEPOBM,' 


It the people understand that in the oud 
the figment compels free trade in all 
competing products. This 
end may 


not be ranched abruptly, and its ap- 
proach may ba accompanied with some 
•xpresbions of spmpathy from protected 
industries aud onr working people; but 
it will eertaiuly oome if theso early stops 
f.o not arouso the people to active re 


nursed the surplus which they affect to 
deprecate, seemingly for the purpose of 
exaggerating the evil, in order to recon- 
cile people to the extreme remedy they 
propose. Proper handling of tho sur- 
plus does not necessitate and should 
not suggest the abandonmant or impair- 
ment of the protective system. 
The 


methods suggested by our convention 
will not need to be exhausted in order 
to effect necessary reductions. 
We are 


not likely to be called upon, I think, to 
make at present a choice between the 
surrender of our protective system and 
the entire repeal of internal revenue 
taxes. 
Such a contingency, in view of 


tho present relation of expenditures to 
revenues, is remote. 


HOW TO USE Tnrj SDBPLTJS.

PLATFORM AND RESOLUTIONS 


The Bepttblicans of the State of Nevada In 
convention assembled again express their loy- 
alty to the principles of the Republican party, 
which have made the country so great and pros- 
perous during the last quarter of a century. 


Resolvt-d, That the question of a sufficient 
supply of a circulating medium to maintain « 
permanent range of tho price of labor and 
property is the most important political ques- 
tion awaiting solution by the American people. 


Resolved, That a diminishing quantity oi 


money reduces tho price of labor and property 
increases the obligation of contract, enriches 
the creditor, impoverishes the debtor, and par- 
alyzes industry and enterprise.

Resolved, That the attempt to substitute Na- 
tional bank notes, costing the Government 
millions of dollars annually, for free silver 
costing nothing, is an outrage upon tbo people 
tnat the money ring or trust, which has usurped 
tho sovereign power of the Government to is- 
sue mouey, and which has f aaudulently demon- 
etized silver and seized the revenues of the 
Government for private speculation, shocks the 
moral sense of the people and destroys respect 
for Government and law.
